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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Water  Supply. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  from  the  Coimcirs  mains 
during  the  year  was  120,000,000  of  which  approximately 
92,000,000  was  purchased  from  Selby  U.D.C.  and  the  balance 
from  York  Waterworks  Co.  Routine  samples  from  various 
points  of  the  area  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation and  all  gave  satisfactory  results. 

A private  supply  feeds  69  houses  in  the  village  of  Escrick 
and  this  also  was  satisfactory. 

All  these  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

During  the  year  several  private  well  supplies  were  ex- 
amined and  one  which  was  unsatisfactory  was  cleansed  by 
the  owner,  and  subsequently  gave  a satisfactory  result. 

The  scheme  for  the  extension  of  mains  supplies  in  various 
parts  of  the  district  has  received  approval,  and  work  is  likely 
to  commence  in  June,  1951. 


Refuse  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Coimcirs  scavenging  scheme,  embracing-  the  whole 
district  and  carried  out  by  directly  employed  labour,  has  been 
maintained  satisfactorily.  The  greater  part  of  the  refuse  is 
deposited  at  the  Tip,  Crockey  Hill,  and  a certain  amount  of 
dry  refuse  is  deposited  on  a private  tip  at  Turnhead  Farm, 
Barlby. 

In  the  area  there  are  ai)proximately  1,800  houses  on  the 
water  carriage  system,  and  1,650  are  provided  with  pail 
closets. 

;\.  scheme  for  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the 
Parish  of  Elvington  is  the  subject  of  negotiation  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  the  Consultant  Engineers  have 
schemes  prepared  for  Fulford,  Heslington  and  several  other 
Parishes.

111  December,  the  Council  purchased  a second-hand  Dennis 
Cesspool  and  Gully  Em])tier,  and  this  has  been  extensively 
used  in  Hull  Road  and  Mill  Lane,  Heslington,  and  Fordlands 
Road,  Fulford,  emptying  cesspools  for  the  dwellings  in  those 
areas.  This  w'ork  had  been  previously  carried  out  by  York 
Corporation  and  latterly  by  a private  contractor,  but  since 
obtaining  the  vehicle,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a 
regular  service  (in  some  cases  fortnightly)  with  a consequent 
improvement  in  conditions.  It  is  hoped  that  a sewer  will  be 
installed  in  Hull  Road  and  Mill  Lane  in  the  very  near  future. 
The  Cesspool  Emptier  has  also  been  engaged  on  work  for 
other  Local  Authorities  and  private  persons  at  an  economic 
hourly  charge,  apart  from  general  work  for  the  Council. 


General  Housing  and  Public  Health  Inspections. 


Routine  inspection  of  domestic  property  is  carried  out  so 
far  as  is  ])ossible;  all  complaints  have  been  investigated  and 
appropriate  informal  action  taken.  No  circumstances  have 
arisen  which  required  submission  to  the  Council  for  formal 
action.

The  general  repairs  to  the  above  are  tlie  responsibility  of 
the  Surveyor’s  Department.  The  staff  available  (one  ])lumber 
and  a])i)rentice)  carry  out  ])lumbing  repairs  along  with  their 
duties  on  Water  Su])])ly  Maintenance.  Private  contractors 
are  engaged  for  ])lumbing  repairs  when  retjuired,  and  for 
work  in  other  trades, 
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Food  Premises. 


Routine  inspections  of  the  various  premises  selling  food 
have  been  made,  and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  has 
been  satisfactory. 

The  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  this  district  has 
regularly  maintained  his  premises  in  a satisfactory  condition 
and  samples  have  given  satisfactory  results. 

The  Byelaws  dealing  with  the  handling  and  distribution  of 
food  (made  under  section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938)  are  now  in  force. 


Milk  and  Dairies. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  only  the 
retail  distribution  of  milk  is  under  the  control  of  the  Local 
Authority,  and  regular  visits  have  been  made  to  the  retail 
dairies  in  the  district.
